what has been done by the provin- 
cial government in their behalf. 
He showed that, in time of 
financial stress, much improvement 
has been carried on, and that 
although the Redeliff riding is a 
large area. and its representative 
has many demands made upon him 
the farmers have reason to con- 
gratulate themselves upon the 
legis!ation which has been passed 
in their favor. He explained the 
legislation affecting school grants 
and showed that the provincial 
government have reduced the grants 
to the cities, which can provide 
revenue for tnemselves, but to tne 
seattered rural districts, which have 
not similar resources, have very 
materially raised the grant. 

Mr. Pingle thanked the Carlstadt 
people for the splendid majority he 
received at the last election and 
when the time comes around for 
him to again ask their support, he 
expects to be honored by being 
returned to represent them once 
more, 


The meeting was thrown open for 
a general diseussson, in which 
several local farmers took part. 
The chief question. brought up was 
that of amending the pre-emption 
law, It is understood that it might 
be possible to secure a reduction of 
$3.00 an acre payment to $1.00 an 
acre. Some were in favor of taking 
what is offered, while others‘advised 
demanding more. This will by 
thrashed out at a future meeting 
of the U.F.A.

ott wai taken almost a century for 
certain facts concerning the cerebral 
development of Robert Burns to be- 
come generally known, A writef in 
The London Sphere refers almost tim- 
orously to the fact that in the nine- 
teenth century, in the year that Jean 
A-mour, Burns’ widow, cied, the 
family of Robert Burns gave their 
consent to havirg a cast made of the 
skull of the poet, dead thirty-eight 
years previoaslvy. The science of 
phrerology had just then been inter- 
esting Scotch physicians, and a paper 
was drawn up containing the results 
of the phrenological »xamination of 
Burns’ skull, with drawings of the 
cast. It is these memorials of the 
poet that Mr. Arthur Keith now ex- 
amines, beginning with some general-! 
izations about the present*method of} 
drawing conclusicns from physiologi-; 
cal aspects, and using a tone almost 
deprecatory in fear that the” sensi- 
bilities of Burns’ worshippers will be 
hurt by what may be regarded as an 
unreverential way of treating the 
poet's physical remains: 

“Most of us have * 1t i.fith in the 
sive of head or expanse of brow as an 
index of mental ability; our specula- 
lion along such lines have been upset 
by our daily experience. We place 
our trust rather in the eye, the 
mouth, the expression, the manner in 
which the countenance lights up. 
Burns had an eye. ‘I never saw such 
another eye in a human head,’ said 
Sir Walter Scott. Had Sir Walter 
shared Dr. George Combe’s predilec- 
tion for the study of heads I am 
quite certain ho would have discov- 
ered that the poet’s brain was quite 
as remarkable as his eye. In recent 
years Miss Lee and Prof. Pearson 
have invented a fairly accurate meth- 
od of calculating the size of the braii 
from the dimensicns of the skull. 
Their’ method indicates that Burns 
had a brain measuring 1,720 cubic 
cem.—-1,500 cm. being the size of 
brain for an average Scotsman, The 
great size of the head gives a key to 
the remark made by Sir Walter 
Scott, viz., ‘His countenance was 
more massive than it looks in any of 
his POTtrait6stowe ceva 

“Unfortunately the cast of the 
skull leaves off at the lower margin 
of the eye-sockets, hence I am unable 
to give any exact measurements re- 
lating to the lower part of the face. 
The width of the face, -however, one 
can state definitely. The widest part 
of the face, taken just below the eye- 
sockets, measures 134 mm., fully a 
quarter of an inch beyond the width 
of the average man's face. Yet the 
cheek bones, as may be seen from 
the various pcrtraits as from the 
e-ull cast, were neither high nor 
prominent; the greatest width of the 
face lay well behind the eye sockets, 
Anatomists do not include the fore- 
head in measuring the length of the 
face, because its upper limit is hard 
to define; they measure from the root 
of the nose to the lower margin of 
the chin. The well-developed average 
man has a face length of 120 mm. 
From the various portraits I infer 
that the poet’s face was of average 
length, about 120 mm., but his face 
was above the average width. When, 


» however, a face of rather more than 


normal dimension is painted »« part 
of a head of altogether abnormal di- 
mensions it appears dwarfed; hence 
Sir Walter Scott's remark that ar- 
tists had not done justice to the mas- 
siveness of Burns’ ‘eatures.”’ 


Radium Mines In England. 

England may-yet prove to be the 
richest producer of radium ore in the 
world, 

Pitchblende was discovered ever so 
long ago in the Tromwith tin mine, 
Cornwall, but it is only quite lately | 
that one of England’s most eminent 
scientists, Sir William Ramsszy, and 
his assistant chemirt, Mr. White- 
house, have really got down to work 
there. Now radium is being turned 
out in a dingy back street in Lime- 
house, London. It is valued at $3,- 
750,000 an ounce, 

It is anticipated that at the end 
of March an output of something like 
4,000 milligrams a yaar, valued at 
$80 a milligram, will be placed upon 
the market. 

The mine may be the greatest 
source of pitchblende in the world 
and within a stone’s throw of it is 
another similar mine worked by a 
French company. Other mines are 
thought to exist in the middle and 
west of England.

WONDERFUL WOOD. 


There Is Practically No Limit to the 
Life of Greenheart. 

A most wonderful wood is that of 
the tropical tree called greenheart, 
The tree belongs to the Jaurel family 
aud is exported. maiuly from the is- 
land of Trinidad and British Guiana. 
The wood is so nearly indestructible 
that no limit*to its lifeis known. It is 
used chiefly in ship and dock building. 
The wood is proof against the white 
ant on land aud the teredv in salt wa- 
ter. A United States government re- 
port says: 

Greenbeart has been known to stand 
in wharves for over thirty years, and 
logs that have remained under water 
for a hundred years are in perfectly 
sound condition. 

Greenbeart’s extraordinary  resist- 
ance to decay is probably owing to the 
presence of an alkaloid known as bi- 
birine and also to certain resinous sub- 
stances known as tyloses. The lattet 
are reddish brown masses of living 
cells that grow in solid masses within 
little cavities that they often fill com- 
pletely. As they grow with the tree 
they turn black and make the wood of 
the older trees black. 

As in all tropical trees, whose growth 
is continuous through the sear, there 
are no annual growth rings. ‘The trees 
probably de not reach maturity under 
250 years. A greenheart tree is from 
sixty to a hundred feet in height. I[t 
Is an evergreen without knots and has 
a broad, open crown. The wood weighs 
about seventy-five pounds to the cnhie 
foot and resists a crushing force of 
\. 12,000 pounds to the square inch—

For a great area 
around this town there are’ no 
settlers on the land and the Com- 
pany appears at the present time to 
be making no effort to extend the 
irrigation system as required of it. 
Suffield is depressed because the 
land around it is idle and untilled,
